Cannonism Dying 
'Cannonism is dying. The sweep of 
progressive feeling over the United 
States proves that.

Tawney Opposed Roosevelt 
“ T aw ney opposed 
Roosevelt and 
the progressives 
at 
nearly every 
point. He has been a most dangerous 
opponent of progressive work in the 
public interest such as that of the 
United States survey and the forest 
service. In trying 
to 
promote the 
protection and development of the 
national 
forests for the people, 
I 
have always found it necessary to 
foresee and avoid or overcome the 
opposition of Tawney. 
“It was under his chairmanship 
of the committee on appropriations 
that President Taft’s request for mo­ 
ney enough to make the publicity 
feature of the corporation tax bill 
effective was refused, thus prevent­ 
ing the people from finding out what 
the big corporations Were doing. 
“When President Roosevelt ask­ 
ed for money for a similar purpose 
to be used under the original Hep­ 
burn rate bill, which was the great 
corporation control measure of the 
Roosevelt 
administration,

finally succeeded 
in 
getting 
the 
amount increased. 
Tawney Stopped Work 
“President 
Roosevelt 
under his 
constitutional right as executive ap­ 
pointed a number of commissions to 
advise him with relation to his work. 
Among these were the inland water­ 
ways commission, whose chief object 
was to develop transportation by wa­ 
ter throughout the country, and thus 
hep to break the control of the rail­ 
roads over the cost of living and oth­ 
er conditions of daily life. Tawney 
introduced the legislation which stop, 
ped Its work. 
“Another was the country 
life 
comission, whose object was to in­ 
crease the profit, dignity and satis­ 
faction of life in the country, and 
check the drift of country people Into 
the towns. 
“This commission 
collected 
the 
opinions of 125,000 farmers upon 
the essential facts of country life. 
Under Mr. Tawney’* chairmanship 
of the committee on appropriations 
the $25,000 needed to digest this 
information and make it available 
for the farmers was refused. For 
such hostility as this to the welfare 
of the farming people of this nation 
there can be no excuse. 
“Another commission was the na­ 
tional conservation commission. It 
was appointed at the unanimous sug­ 
gestion of the great meeting of gov­ 
ernors of the states and territories 
in the White house. It was in active 
co-operation with about 40 state con­ 
servation commissions, and it was 
the chief agent through which Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt carried on his con­ 
servation work. Toward the end of 
his term, President Roosevelt asked 
for $50,000 to continue the work, 
saying in substance that 
there was 
no other way in which the expendi­ 
ture of that sum would result in so 
much benefit to the people of the 
United States. Under Mr. Tawney’s 
chairmanship of the committee of ap­ 
propriations, this money was refus­ 
ed. He was responsible. Not only so,
